Postage Will Be Higher, 


To Raise Near Two Billion 


WASHINGTON1, D. C., May 9 .—The house ways and moms 


committee today'reported out the $1,800,000,000 revenue bill. 'It 
was immediately introduced by jChairman Kitchin and will go be- 
fore the house probably tomorrow. 


Tlie committee today added a new provision for a one cent a 


pound tax on all coffee, two cents a pound on all tea, which ii in 
the United States tomorrow, excepting that held by individuals 
for their own use or that held by retailers. 


Majority Leader Kitchin, also chairman of the ways and 


means committte, announced on the floor when he submitted a 
committee report on the bill he will call it up for action tomorrow 
when the house meets at 11 o'clock. 


Kitchin said he thought there would be about two days of 


general debate.

"War Time Thrill Will Not Cause Hard Times'* 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9. 


—"There is no ground for fear 
lhat war time thrift will bring 
iiird times", declared Director 
W. S. Gifford, of the Council of 
National Defense, in a statement 
;o the country. 


"War time thrift merely means 


readjustment; not the cessation 
of expenditures. The whole coun- 


try is organized on a peace ba- 
sis. It must be re-adjusted to a 
war basis," said Director Gifford. 


"It will mean that less money 


will be spent for unnecessary 
things. But far more money will 
b«'spent for necessities. 


"Some unnecessary lines of in- 


But 
for every man that may be 


thrown out of work through the 
discontinuance of the manufact- 
ure of a luxury, many jobs will 
be open. 


"War time thrift means the di- 


version of all the nation's efforts 
toward things necessary for main- 
taining the nation's life and win- 
ning the war. In the re-adjust-

will profit materially and moral-

"If a man should lose his job

URIC ACID 


An Enemy In Ambush 


(By DR. M. C. LUCAS)

• During April the total number of 
cases treated by nurses was 96, of 
which 87 were tubercular. The other 
nine cases were admitted during the 
month. 


Nineteen tuberculosis cases were 


discharged,- two of which were 
con- 


sidered cured. Seventy-sis were ad- 
mitted,

of. tubercular 


patients. Jfincty-eight eases are car- 
ried forward into ifay. 


In all 74 patients were discharged 


ast month, 55 of whom were not 


tubercular. 
Twenty-two recovered, 


21 improved and 
G died.

The Bureau nurses look after the 


visits for the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance company, which guarantees 
its patrons nursing services. Sixty- 
seven visits ^made for this company 
were paid for by the company at 50 
cents each.

have been made to every eighty-ninth 
person in Portsmouth.

DECORATION DAY-1917 


Decoration Day this year will have an added and a most sol 


cmnly impressive significance to the citizens of -Portsmouth. For, 
as we gather to pay loving tribute to the memory of the heroic 
dead we ourselves are walking in an atmosphere of war. "We our- 
selves are engaged in a gigantic struggle whose object is to preserve 
and to perpetuate the sacred rights of liberty and self government 
which the wen of '61-G5 saved for na by their valor on many a hard 
fought battle field. Every one should be responsive to the solem- 
nity of the occasion, every one should not only be willing but anx- 
ious to lend their best efforts to make this Decoration Day the most 
memorable in the history of Portsmouth. 


The veterans of the civil war, enfeebled by age, have passed 


on tlie active work of preparation to the Sons of Veterans and the 
members of the local Camp have assumed the duty as a sacred 
obligation. They are at work upon plans for the day and they 
should receive the hearty co-operation of every one. Do your part, 
and above all be on hands when the ceremonies of the day take 
place. 


One thing the committee of the Sons of Veterans in charge of 


the day especially requests, and that is that on Decoration Day only 
(lie graves of the soldiers of the rcpu'blie be decorated. It is a 
most reasonable and righteous request. 
The day is set apart to 


honor the memory of the soldier dead. Bring your flowers for the 
soldiers' graves—your own dead would have it so if their voiceless 
lips could but speak. Let the graves of the veterans 'be buried be- 
neath an avalanche of flowers, let the contrast with the green mounds 
all about' carry the message that Portsmouth paused for a day to 
emphasize her love and gratitude for the soldiers gone 'before and 
her loyalty and devotion to the government they defended and pre- 
served. 


ITS CONTROL AND ITS OBJECT 


Evidently considerable misunderstanding exists locally as to 


the character of the Red Cross Society and the effect of a member- 
ship therein. To clear this up as far as possible, we will state that 
tlie Red Cross is an organization chartered by the federal govern- 
ment and it operates under the control of the war department. 
Plainly its purpose is to afford aid and relief to soldiers sick and 
ivounded during actual hostilities, but its operations are 'by no means 
.restricted to such limits. Wherever earthquake, storm, fire, flood, 
pestilence, or calamity rages there the Red Cross hastens with its 
ministering services. It furnishes physicians, drugs, comforts and 
nurses and it acquires the necessary means therefor through mem- 
bership fees and contributions. In war times it is recognized as an 
indispensable branch of the service, but is regulated entirely strict- 
Iv by military crules. Many men help form its active forces in the 
field, but of course, as care for the wounded falls heaviest upon it, 
a great majority thereof lire women. Generally membership era- ( 
braces no other obligation than paying tho membership fee, but 
some men donate more than the fees and thousands of ; women en- 
gage in doing -sewing, knitting, making bandages and such other 
ivork as can be done at home, that is in iplaces of their abode. There 
is, however, no actual obligation to do this, other than which pro- 
ceeds from a sense of patriotism and charity. This work ia of a 
value far beyond its money worth because it furnishes the soldiers 
with flic .conitcrts an J liclp thi:t they would not otherwise have. 


"LIVE OUR LIVES" 


(An Editorial <by John AVanamakcr) 


The following editorial, written by John Wanamaker, the 


"Merchant Prince" of the United States, appeared last Monday in. 
the New York papers with the advertising of his store in that city. 
11 has a pertinent 'bearing on the hysterical wave of economy mis- 
takenly launched 'by the wives of the members of President Wilson's 
cabinet: 


"In war time, as in peace time, we must live our lives. Normal, 


healthful living is best able to meet abnormal, unnatural conditions. 


"In war time, as in peace time, wo must go on working, play- 


ing, thinking, planning, dreaming, helping, doing— everything that 
is natural to do.
